"Lost or slrade from tbo subscriber a 
sheep all over white— one Itg was black 
and half his body- — all persons shall re- 
ceive five dollars to bring him. lie was 
a she goat, 

A lady recently advertised in a city 
paper that she wanted a "gentleman for 
oreakfastand tea," while another in the 
same journal asks for **a husband having 
a Roman nose iDith strong rdi^tovs icn- 
dendet," and a third party seeks lo -re- 
cover "a lost wallet belonging to a gentle- 
man made of calf skin." 

Au advertisement of cheap shoes in q 
country paper has the following nota bene : 
" N.B,-— Ladies wishing those cheap shoes 
will do well locall soon, as they won'tlaal 
long." 

A man once advertised for "competent 
persons to undertake the sale of a new 
medicine," and adds, we doubt not with 
truth : *■ it will be profitable to the under- 
taker r 

The following extract from a mcdieal 
advertise mo nt, is |>erhopa correct: ^' Con- 
Uyca, o6ugh while you can, for after 

you can't." 

A Western paper advertiECs Ibus: 
" Run Away. — A hired mac named

Tho advertisement of a doctor whoVn- 
dertakcs the cure of madness begins thus :

_ A wholesale merchant recently adver- 
tised; "Wanted women to sell on com- 
mission." 

In a shop window in an obscure part of 
London is this announcement: ''Goods 
rCDiovcd, messages taken, carpets beaten, 
nnd poetry composed on any subject." 

A sign on an Academy out West reads: 
"Freeman and If uggs: Freeman teaches 
the boysand llugga tho girls." 

A Brooklyn storekeeper announces, 
" Umbrellas reeovercd here/' A (hyphen) 
after Iho "ru" would undoubtedly render 
tho odvertiser's meaning more literally 
correct.

Its only 
result, in nine cases ovU of ten, will bo to' 
render (he recipient more pautiuus nnd 
mcthodie;il in his fabrlcationSp Oonviuco 
an untrullirui boy's reason that honcstjof 
speech is tho best pohoy ; that lying is not' 
only an offcm:o against Ood^ bub leads la- 
ovitablylotcniiforaldegradaiioh and ruin; 
and you will have hia gc If- interest, pride, 
and conscicnoo all on your side, and may 
safely count on his refofmatiou.
